Stricken with Paralysis- 

A special to the Atlanta Consti- 
tution from Rome says : 

Probably the oldest assayer in 
the United States is slowly passing 
away at his home in this city. 

Capt. I. L. Todd has been strick- 
en with partial paralysis, and on sc- 
ant of his extreme age, he is not 
expected to live many days, 
is in his eighty-first year, ant 
career is remarkable in the fact that 
he has never held but two positio 
in all his long life, one as assayer 
in the Tinted States mint at Dah- 
lonega, and the other as conductor 
on the old Rome railroad. 

He was born in Carlisle, Pa., ir. 
1814, ami received a liberal educa- 
tion, becoruiug so expert in miner- 
alogy that attho ago of twenty- 
three years he was assigned to the 
responsible position of assayer of 
the mint at Dahlonega, when it was 
first opened there in 1835. He re- 
tained that position under the suc- 
i min istra lion:- of Aridnjw 
Jackson, Van Buren, Harrison, Ty- 
ler, Polk, Taylor, Fillmore, Pierce 
and Buchanan, a term unprecedent- 
ed in the Ufa of an officer holding 
a similar position.

"Thedittle Yankee looked at mo a 
minute or two, and then the comical 
side of the affair suddenly struck him, 
too, and the next minute both of us 
were langhiiifi like schoolboys. 

"When both of us had laughed un- 
til we were completely exhausted we 
sat down together under the littlo tree 
and bad a long talk. He belonged to 
an Indiana regiment and had been in 
the service about six months. He said 
his parents were living near Brown - 
field, lad., on n prairie farm, and 
spoke of his father nnd mother in 
terms of the greatest affection.

The officer merely 
asked me where I got mv prisoner, and 
when I told him he ordered me to take 
him to camp and turn him over. Our 
fellows were allowed considerable li- 
cense, and I took advantage of the fact 
by going back with my prisoner with- 
out any other escort. It was very dark 
in camp, and I had no trouble in es- 
caping observation with my compan- 
ion and getting into my tenh 

" 'I suppose I'm a goner, Johnny,' 
said my little Yank, after we stretched 
out on a blanket.

From aPoorliouse to tlie Acquisition 
Of Vast H'ortiinOs— Willi K-tt.rava- 

ganco— Poverty and Reformation 

IN Decombor, 1857, William Mc- 
Clintock, owner of an almost 
worthier-! little farm on Oil Creek, 
in Franklin. County, Penn,, ac- 
companied by his wife, went to the 
county poorhouee to pick out a boy 
for adoption, as they had already 
adopted from the same institution a 
daughter. Tiiev selected a lad twelve 
or fifteen ye:u*s old, to whom the name 
of JohnSieelc had been attached — 
though how he got it docs not appear 
iu the record. A little more than 
year later tho fanner died, leaviug all 
his small property io his widow, hiii' 
she, impressed by his sudden demisi 
with a new sense of the insecurity of 
life, almost immediately made her will. 
She bequeathed lo hs.r adopted daugh-

Colonel Drake leased OT:e-cighth of 
an acre from the Widow HcUlintocb, 
for which she received one-half of the 
yield of the well.

His 
coat could not set well on him, padded 
with money as ho was, and he was dis- 
gusted, Just then he caught sight of 
a hank, and, rushiug into it with the 
airy formality of "ilere, take care of 
this stuff for me, Pts a nuisance," 
dumped the whole pile before the re- 
ceiving teller, and went away, ere that 
funtinnary could take breath or gather 
his wits sufficiently to give any evi- 
dence of the deposit. Aud when Coal 
Oil Johnny, as John Steele was by this 
time known, tried, ia a brief s^;i-:ui of 
sobriety, to remember where he had 
left ail that money, be was quite un- 
able to do so. And, be decided, to 
hunt it up would involve more trouble 
than it was worth. Its loss did not 
worry him nt all. 

Suddenly his wealth came to an end, 
He had succeeded in squandering even 
more than his vast income, and was in 
debt.

101,316.50 in silver half dol- 
lars, using tho Uai ted States dies for 
1881, The bullion was exhausted in 
M*iy, 1861, when the coinage ceased, 
and the United States dies were ile- 
ttroyed. A Confederate States' die 
was then made, to be used for silter 
half dollars, but it was not tit for use 
in n coining press, the relief being baa 
high. Four half dollars were struck 
with it on a screw press, and these 
comprise the entire coinage of the Con- 
federate States. They lira worth about 
3250 apiece to dealers. —Collector.

There Is no better timo to do thi 
work than in the fall, and there ar 
few buildings that would not b-o the 
better for more or less work of this 
kind. At some points, perhaps only 
a wheelbarrow load or two may be 
needed, while at others several wagon 
loads may be required. For the ben- 
efit of the foundation walls, the grade 
should be at least three inches to the 
foot for at least five or six feet, espe- 
cially if there is a cellar located under 
the structure. It not only looks bet- 
ter, but makes the cellar walls firmer, 
prevents water from soaking into the 
r, and renders it warmer in win- 
ter and cooler in summer. The earth, 
used for the surface of the grade should 
well enriched, and either sodded 
over now or grass seed sown and well 
raked in. About the doors of the barn 
buildings use stiff clay or gravel, and 
stones two or three inches in diameter 
should be placed on the surface and 
driven into tho soil with a sledge and 
covered with two inches of soil. Every

Every coop should be carefully 
examined, aud all bottoms and cleata 
securely nailed. The coops should be 
Btiong', but light; heavy wood is un- 
necessary if Jong nails ire used. They 
should not bo so large as to render 
Imii'lling difficult. 

The coops should be high enough to 
allow the poultry to stand easily up- 
right, and should not beovercrowded, 
Too close packing and loo low coops 
are cruel and cause loss by suffocation. 
Hens and roosters should be shipped 
separately whenever possible. All 
'.try for the New York market 
lid be well fattened, aud should be 
fed lightly before being placed in the 
uop, if it reach its destination the 
ay after shipping, as tho New York 
law requires- that the crop be entirely 
empty before killing. Front more dis- 
tant paints provision must bo made 
for feeding and watering in transit. 
At the beginning of their journey 
they should bo fed lightly, as over- 
feeding at such time makes the birds 
;ck and dumpish and unfit for the fa- 
gue of travel. After the first day or 
two, when the poultry hayo become 
accustomed to their new quarters, the 
supply of food should be increased. 
All the^e things should be considered 
and every care exercised to have the 
birds arrive in the best possible con- 
dition, so that they may solL readily at 
tlic highest prices. It is only good 
stock that really pays. The shipper 
who does not get the best market 
price for his stock should consider 
teriousiv where the fault reallv lies,

EISDS OF TREES FOR OTiDE, 

Those who wish to plant trees often 
ask what kinds ot trees ore the best to 
be planted and the moat likely to givo 



general satisfaction as shade and orna- 
mental tree;*. 

Here, as in almost everything else, 
tastes differ, but wo think we are safa 
in suying always plant native Irees il 
you wish yortr. work to be permanent 
and approved by posterity; for tree 
planting should have the blessing ol 
those who come after us. We have 
such an abundance of beautiful native 
trees that we can have large room for 
sel cotton. Our sugars aud hard maples, 
our tulip tree and our elms, our lin- 
dens and our sycamore, all make good 
shade trees iu soils well adopted to 
them, in the Middle and Northern 
States. For general purposes as beau- 
tiful shade trees we would prefer tho 
sugars and elms and the tulip tree, 
which is very beautiful tree nnd a 
rapid grower if it has a fair ehnnce. 
Thaashtreeamakea fine growth in 
an open space, and for roadside shade 
we confess a liking 1 to the black wal. 
nut, as well as to tha white walnut or 
butternut, which Is a very attractive 
tree and a rapid grower, but these last 
must be giuwn from the nut, as trans- 
planting unless quite small is scarcely 
ever successful. To these may be 
added our evergreens, which may be 
selected according to the taste of tho 
planter for ths climate in whioh he 
lives. Wo have omitted an elegant 
and favorite tree, "iho magnolia," 
which is beautifully ornamented when 
the climate is not too severe. There 
are ho many other native trees, especi- 
ally iu the Southern States, which can 
be selected that we have only yet to 
say, do not plant "foreign trees, "un- 
less for mere curiosity, and do not 
plant trees which produce a litter 
around your premises for half tho 
summer, or such as send thair roots to 
the surface for forty feet around them, 
from which myriads of sprouts ate 
sent up to annoy you. 

When you are r-eady to plant, which 
should be done without detay, deter- 
mine just what you want to do, and 
do it well, and you yourself will have 
increased happiness and your children 
will rise up and call you blessed. 

It ia surprising to us that Georgians 
should plant china trees and white 
mulberry trees, both being pests, 
when they have such beautiful native 
growths aa our tnlipefera, or swamp 
poplar, or our linden or sycamore or 
even our swamp or native silver pop- 
lar, which is so far superior to the im- 
ported varieties. 

The tulip trees and our native oaks 
are the finest shade trees in the world. 
Our native elms and maples are supe- 
rior to any imported varieties, aud 
our sycamores are not only excellent 
shade trees but are among tha best 
lightning rods ever furnished by art 
or nature. 

Farmers, let us plant our home trees. 
—Atlanta Jonrnaf.

Fertilizer can be profitably applied 
with or without manure,an.d will more 
than pay for their cost. 

In keeping down the expenses do 
not do it by denying wite needed help 
in the house. That is tho poorest 
economy. 

Care ahould be taken rot to cloy tho 
appetite of a colt, and when tliero is 
any symptoms of that the feed should 
be cut down at onoe. 

Manure is recommended by all ex- 
perienced farmers and experimenters, 
but it is a scarce article compared with 
tho area of land to be covered, unless 
there ia a large number of animals 
kept on the farm. 

If tho legs, ankles, joints and pas- 
terns are strong, and the colt'a ap- 
petite is keen, the grain ration can ba 
increased to three quarts at a feed 
three times a day, especially if he has 
regular work to do, either to harness 
or on the kindergarten. 

The majority of farmers prefer to 
use manure, and seldom resort to tho 
use of fertilizers. They cannot pro- 
duce sufficient manure for a large 
farm and manure ono field a year. 
The plan is excellent, but they lose 
time by not using fertilizers on those 
fields where no manure has been ap- 

Those who keep but one cow and 
save the cream until a suflioiency has 
accumulated for a churning will not 
succeed in making ohoice butter, as it 
is a mistake to mis the old and new 
cream. Thie ia a fact that is fre- 
quently overlooked, and has been the 
cause of more failures than anything 
else. 

The Eussian thistle has moved a 
little closer to the East, aud it is 
simply a matter o£ time when it will 
be established 1 on the Atlantio coast. 
The railroad cars bring ths seeds and 
scatter them along tha lines. Good 
cultivation destroys it. It is not as 
severe a pest as the gipsy moth or the 
potato beetle. 

A writer in tba Chicago Times- 
Herald recently advocated x>reserving 
com in air-tight bins. He says, acd 
truly, that less care is taken of tha 
corn crop than of any other graia the 
farmer raises. He also holds and en- 
deavors to prove that no other grain 

injured more by exposure to storm 
and other misuse. 

With many farmers tho most serious 

■oblem of life is to get out of debt. 
The only way to solve it is either to 
keep down the expenses or to increase 
tue income, or, if possible, both. The 
er is that in endeavoring to in-

creased to a point that leaves uo profit 
and the debt is as far from being paid 
as ever. 

The groat mistake whieh farmers 

ate iu sowing clover seed under

must be deep enough to secure mois- 
ture and not too deep to exclude light.

There is a great demand on tha aub- 
treasury for pennies just now, and it 
comcB from all sections of the country. 
Ths treasury officials say that tho 
loudest call is from Chicago, where the 
stock of pennies in tbo subTtreasury 
was exhausted several months ago and 
shipments had to be made from other 
points. It ia supposed to be due to 
the practice of dry goods and notion 
stores in marking down prices from 
round figures so that pe nniea 
needed for change. There are 
780,000,000 pennies outstanding, but 
it is estimated that nearly one half of 
them have been lost or have disap- 
peared from circulation, whioh is a 
gain of several millions to the govern- 
ment.

As the country 
fills up with population the highway 
question will assume greater promi- 
nence and goo d roadways will be con- 
structed at the exgense of future 
generations, instead of causing the 
entire cost to fall upon the people

The walls of the 
deep gorge confine tha sound waves 
like a closed tube. Lieutenant Foster 
reports that, when in the Aretio re- 
gions, he conversed with a man at the 
distance of 6896 feet, or about a mile 
and a quarter. It is recorded that at 
Gibraltar the human voice has been 
heard tea miles. Whoa there are no 
trees, hills or other obstructions to 
diffuse the sound, as in the Arctic re- 
gions or on the water, the voice, oi 
course, has a good opportunity to be 
transmitted afar. In water it is prob- 
able sounds might be still farther 
heard. Colladon, by experiments in 
Lake Genera, estimated that a bell 
rung under water at sea could be 
heard sixty miles. Every boy knows 
that when his head if under water, two 
stones oraoked together by another 
boy make a sound that is painfully 
acute. Franklin found that he could 
hear this sound under water for a dis- 
tance of half a mile, whereas in open 
air it would have been lost at a dis- 
tance of a few rods.

Prank Shafer took to Laoon, 111., 
recently, a sample of sirup which a 
number of experts pronounced genu- 
ine maple sirup. It wub nothing more 
nor less than corncob simp, made as 
follows: Twelve clean cObs were put 
in a gallon of water and boiled until 
soft.

The 
lakes, bayous and sloughs which bisect 
that corner of Fulton County in all 
directions also serve to mix matters. 
The biting off of such a large strip of 
soil will add to the general confusion, 
and the question may arise as to 
whether "Little Kentucky" will here- 
after belong to the domain of the . 
volunteer State or still be a part and 
parcel of the dark aud bloody ground.

construction of buildings. Pennsyl- 
vania leada all of the other States in 
this product, Ohio coming next and 
Vermont coming third. Over three- 
fourths of the total product is in s 
small portion of the area of the coun- 
try, from Maine to Illinois. It ia evi- 
dent that the great stone deposits of 
the South and Weat have been only 
superficially worked. Of no State ia 
tbia more true than Oregon. Many 
buildings in Portland bear evidence of 
the excellence of such stone as has 
been uncovered in sufficient quantity 
to justify large contracts. San Fran- 
cisco buildings are also using Oregon 
stone to some extent. A great deal of 
stone suitable for ornamental build- 
ings, especially ol a light color, un- 
doubtedly exieta in the State.
